1EK TEXTBOOK BILL. 


Tho committee on education in tho as- 


sembly has repoited adversely on the 
school-book bill. Thero was not so much 
opposition to the uniformity of text 
books in schools as there was to ths 
bungling manner in which tho bill dis- 
posed of the books, and to tho long term 
of fifteen years in which a strict uniform- 
ity was to bo observed. 


It will be remembered that tto gener- 


al features of tho bill were that tho gov- 
ernor, secretary of state, attorney gener- 
al and. state superintendent was to consti- 
tute a school book commission to decide 
upon tho text books'to be used, and ro- 
oeivo proposals and award contracts for 
Burnishing tho same for fifteen years. 
Any subsequent change, alteration or re- 
vision ot any test book was to be paid for 
by tho state. Tho commission was to des- 
ignate some city where such, tost books 
should bo kept for sale. The city, village 
and district school boards were authorized 
to purchase these books and sell them to 
pupils at a price not exceeding the oen- 
iraot price to tho state. Every teacher 
was prohibited from permitting any other 
book to bo used in any public scbool, 
and for violation of this rigid law was li- 
able to discharge and become disquali- 
fied as a teacher for one year and for 
feits all wages or compensation for scr- 
vioes for tho term in which such viola- 
tion occurred. 
Any school offioca or 


bcok agent violating tbese provisions was 
liable to a fine ot from 520 to $50. 


It will bo soon from this that tho bill, 


should it become a law, would transform 
city and district school boards into book 
dealers which, as a matter of course 
would prove an annoyance to tbo boards^ 
It was chiefly upon this ground that the 
jill was recommended to be indefinitely 
postponed, and probably tho action of 
:ho committee will be supported by the 
isaombly.

last fall. Tho republicans of Milwaukee 
never won a more splendid victory than 
they did at the memorable olection of 
1SS1, and tho Germans largely contrib- 
uted to that victory. 


Tho Germans of Wisconsin are very 


much like the Germans ot other states. 
Look at the Gorman vote in Ohio las' 
fall. Tho republicans wore bold and firm 
on the liquor question while the demo- 
crats made the attempt to tickle the liq- 
uor interest. What was the result 'i Tho 
republicans carried tho state by 32,000 
plurality, and carried Cincinnati, a Ger- 
man stronghold, by nearly 4,500 plural" 
ity.
